(Effective date of award ; 19th July 1956 ) 
On 19th July 1956 Sowar Gilbert Spccd was one of a partv 
picnicking at the Parlchha Bund on the river Botwi about 14 
miles from Thansi. Below the hund werc a group of persons 
who were bathing in the river . One of the bathely , Shri 
Anand, slipped and fell into the river . Unable to swim , he 
was being carried away by the fast current of the river which 
was in flood on account of the monsoon . There were a 
number of persons sitting ncar the bank . some of them 
swimmons, but none of thein took the risk of battling with the 
current to save Shri Anand . 

Sowar Gilbert Spoed however immcdiately dived into the 
river though fully clothco Hc got hold of the drowning dan 
but despite his skilful swimming could not bring him to the 
hank . He fought the treacherous current to support and hold 
Shri Anand s hcad above water and eventually managed to 
push him on to a rock in the middle of the river about 200 
yards down - stream Shri Anand was saved , but exhausted by 
his efforts against the strong current and hampered by other 
submerged rocks, Sowar Gilbert Speed could not himself gain 
a foot-hold anywhere and was swept away and drowned . 

Sowar Gilbert Speel showed courage of a very high order 
in golng to the rescue of a non -swimmer in a fast flowing and 
rain wollen river. His supremne sacrifice was in the best 
tradition of the Army.
